The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant has presented new claims 21 and 30, respectively directed to an 
apparatus and a method of operation of that apparatus. Claim 30, because of the 
repeated references back to limitations found in claim 30, lines 1-8 in the two method 
steps following the word "comprising", is understood to be a method of operating the air 
conditioning system recited in claim 30, lines 1-8. 

Likewise, new claim 21 recites structure in terms of functional language which is 
given patentable weight consistent with MPEP 2173.05(g). 

Both claims 21 and 30 recite the limitation that the refrigerant recirculation mode 
(a.k.a. the recovery mode) is accomplished by disconnecting the inflow of coolant from 
the one (refrigerant) heat exchanger that is simultaneously part of the coolant circuit. 
The prior art of record does not fairly teach or suggest this, essentially because 
applicant's invention involves shutting down the source of heat at heat exchanger 12 by 
ceasing the coolant inflow (with the attendant cooling-off of heat exchanger 12 and the 
coolant remaining within it) at a time when the refrigeration circuit is (but for the 
necessity of recovery) in its greatest need for heat. After the recovery, the heat 
exchanger 1 2 has to be re-warmed with new coolant. In contrast none of the prior art of 
record shuts off the external source of heat to the heat exchanger that is acting as a 
refrigerant evaporator during the heating mode. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
